Unwelcome Child 


And no baby in history will be more unwelcome. His 


father is fear and his mother is science, and he can't be 
anything but a problem child. 


If he turned out to be a real juvenile delinquent, 


well—we all will walk a tightrope over death. 


As the years go on other nations will have more of 
these hideous offspring, and so will we. and what will we 
do with them all? Once the first one is let go, they will 
all be free, and like maddened children they will turn 
against their creators and destroy us. There is no 
blinder wrath than that of an angry child, because it 
knows no control. 
The mere conception of this terrible creature shows 


mankind, too, has lost control of itself. What, then, can 
it expect of its baby? The hydrogen bomb is the last, 
best—perhaps hopeless—argument for planned parent- 
hood in the political realm.

Dr. Frederick Seitz said the 


speed with which Russia de- 
veloped the A-bomb "is at 
least five times greater than 
our rate of advance in devel- 
opment of atomic energy since 
the war." 


There Is "grave danger that 


they will pass us within the 
next decade." he told th« 
American Physicist society, 
which includes most of the na- 
tion's top-flight physicists. 


Noting a trend of many 


leading scientists to steer clear 
of government projects, to* 
said this "reticence" must be 
overcome because of the cur- 
rent international crisis. 


Washington. Feb. 4—(AP)—Lt. 


Gen. Ijeslie R. Groves, wartime 
head of the U. S. atomic energy 
project, indicated today that a top 
British scientist suspected of atom- 
ic spying for Russia may have had 
access to data, about the proposed 
hydrogen super-bomb. 


Groves talked to newsmen as he 


arrived at the capitol to testify 
before the senate-house atomic 
energy committee on the case of 
Dr. Klaus Fucns, the 38-year-old 
German-born scientist suspected 
of passing secret atomic informa- 
tion to the Russians. 


Fuchs. who worked with a. Brit- 


ish mission on development of the 
atom bomb in wartime here, was 
arrested in London yesterday. The 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
played an important part in de- 
veloping information leading to his 
seizure. 


Groves noted that he had said 


yesterday 
in Connecticut that 


Fuchs had access to "present and 
proposed" weapons data while in. 
this country from 1943 to 1946 as 
a member of a British mission. 


"We Weren't Asleep" 


When a newsman asked whether 


proposed 
developments included 


hydrogen bomb data. Groves said: 


"Naturally we weren't asleep on 


hydrogen 
possibilities at that 


time." 


Groves was called to testify as 


alarmed 
congressmen demanded 


rigid new measures to protect 
America's top military secrets. 


FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover 


was quoted by senators as having 
reported to them that Fuchs had 
been planted as a paid Russian 
spy in the British atomic set-up 
and had given the innermost atom- 
ic secrets, and some information 
about the hydrogen bomb, to Mos- 
cow.

H-Boiiib Must Not Stop Peace Search!! 


Having the hydrogen bomb may not keep us out of war, 


but we cannot risk not having it. So President Truman has 
made the fearful yet unavoidable choice. We are going to 
build a weapon of almost incredible destructive power. 


The decision was inevitable because the basic informa- 
tion needed for the making of the H-bomb is well known to 
our great potential enemy, the Soviet Union. No moral con- 
siderations should overrule the fact. 


We should understand what we are undertaking. There 


is no scientific ceiling on the ferocity of this bomb; it could 
be possibly 1,000 times more powerful that the A-bomb. 
Harrison Brown, atomic scientist, says the weapon might 
destroy an area of 300 square miles. Dropped over New 
Zork or Chicago, it could kill 2.000,000 people.

For certain practical 
limits do exist. 


One is the size of the plane* that can be constructed to 


deliver the bomb over a target. It may not be feasible to 
enlarge bombers much more. Another question is whether 
plane crews could get safely away from the shock waves pro- 
duced by a real super-bomb. 


Furthermore, despite its name, the proposed new bomb 
Is not actually a hydrogen explosive. Its chief ingredient 
would be a chemical called tritium, a sort of twin of hydro- 
gen. Tritium is not plentiful It is found in 'ordinary water 
in very minute amounts, and it has been produced synthetical- 
ly in atomic energy laboratories. But getting enough of it is 
expected to be the costliest part of the H-bomb project. 


Nevertheless our scientists confidently hope they can 
make an H-bomb within a year. And they doubt the ability 
of the Russians to match our pace. 


It would be a grave mistake, however, for us to pin too 


much faith on this device of destruction—frightening as it 
may be to the world. 
A crucial issue, still undecided, is facing the nation's 
military experts: Is this the best way to spend our defense 
dollars? 


The answer won't be known until the H-bomb project 


has proceeded far enough to give us an accurate idea how 
much money and manpower will be involved. Then we will

Norman, longtime governor of the 
Bank of England and one of the 
most famous- of the world's bank- 
ers, died at his home here today.

He was born Montagu Collctt 


Norman, King George, on the ad- 
vice of Winston Churchill's coali- 
tion government, raised him to the 
peerage in 1944 in recognition of 
his service as captain of the bank 
which manages Britain's money.
